better by the L-5 Society and duplication would be wasteful. 

TI wish you welk in your crusade, but for the sake of the nest of the 
Spacer movement I sincerely hope you wikk Learn some tact, some Logic, and . 
a good deak of self-control. There is something to be said fbr rneakizing 
that other people ane human beings also and therefore deserving of elementary 
nespect and attention, whatever their opinions may be.

Whether one joins U.F.0O.E.S.P. "by default" or otherwise, each member 
has joined for the duration of his or her membership. This policy of the 
Board of Governors was one of the first ones adopted by the organization 
in 1974. Although U.F.0O.E.S.P. is not a military organization, where such 
"resignation" is called "desertion" and carries the death penalty, it is not 
a simple capitalist enterprise like Time, whose subscribers may "resign" iust 
because they got up on the wrong side of the bed one morning. U.F.0.E.S.P. 
is, quite frankly, an elitist organization, comprised for the most part of 
individuals who dedicated not just their careers, not just their fantasies, 
not just their hobbies, but their LIVES to the Space Revolution. By letting 
people like Erbach simply go, the "purity" of the organization would be 
superficially maintained. But by refusing to co-operate in any way with 
such abandonment of spacer commitment, the Board of Governors establishes a 
higher standard of membership. 

No member has the authority to call an election. This authority rests 
solely with the Board as a whole and the active membership. The Board of 
Governors routinely setselection dates but the active membership may call 
for an election by circulating a petition and gathering signatures from 60% 
or more of the active members. The next election is set for October 29, 1978 
at which time Ivan Clark and Carol Andrews will be up for re-election as 
General Secretaries of their respective chambers. The President, since he 
serves a six-year term, will not be up for re-election until October 29, 1980. 
The April issue will have further details on the next election. 

The membership is consulted constantly on policy matters through the 
official journal, the Board's voluminous correspondence, and personal inter- 
actions at spacer events, to name only the three most prominent ways which come 
to mind. U.F.O.E.S.P. is not and has never been a "vehicle" for my personal 
Opinions any more than it has for Robert Lovell, Alex Whitaker, Amy Erbach, 
Doc Garvey, or anyone else who has participated in the group's activities. 

If a member wants to be heard, he or she just has to speak up; *** The Editor. 


Dear Graham and Linda, 

My Letters in Gakaxy, the L-5 News, and the AAS Newsletter have generated 
a fainly good response. 1 am Sending you a coupke Letters which ask specific- 
akky about U.F.0.E.S.P. I sent copies of the U.F.O.E.S.P. information sheet 
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to everyone who wrote in response to my Letter in Galaxy. Concerning the 
Letters you sent to me: I have already written to Ray Lane severak times, 
and may meet him at a con in Michigan next week. But this Pat Hayden scares 
me. 145 4t just my imagination, or are people on convention committees just 
naturally hostile to U.F.O.E.S.P.? I hope he has nothing to do with the 
programming. 

The stuff included should be self-explanatory. The Letter from Kenneth 
McCormick, who Lives near Philadelphia, shows there are other people who are 
active in the pro-space effort. I took the Liberty of sending him the 
June-July Morale Booster; he may want to contact the ones who Live in his 
anea to help with his telephone chain Letter. 

I've gotten sevenak Letters fnom AAS and L-5 members, and I've sent the 
L-5 Lobbying information to akl of them, and to ak of the U.S. ufoespers 
Listed in the aforementioned MB. I wrote also to most of the spacer and 
futurian organizations Listed there, except for the UFO research groups, 
but a Lot of them seem to have disappeared or gone out of business. I 
have yet to hear from the National Space Chub, the Network, the Star Trek 
groups, SEE, Space Now Society, and most of the futurist groups. Do you 
have any regukar contact with these organizations? I wonder how many are 
StALL Ain business, On have ever been? 

T have discovered several pro-space Letten-writers in my Representative's 
district, and others in the Kansas City area. Most believed they were the 
onky ones. Letters to magazines and newspapers seem to get at Least some 
response from Such peopke. Interestingly, of three pro-space Letters that 
Locak peopke have written to the Kansas City Stan, alk three appeared on 
opinion-editorial page of the Sunday edition under pictures of Space colonies, 
the Shuttke, on solkan power satelkites. 14 other people write Like this, it 
may be a good idea to inckude a good quakity photograph. 

Speaking of which, many of the people who responded to my AAS or ATAA 
Letters ane high- and middle-Level seientists, engineers, or bureaucrats with 
NASA or the big aerospace firms, including a Saunders B. Kramer of Washington, 
DC, who hokds the first patent for the design of a Space station and who has 
dinected NASA design efforts such as the space tug. These people have been 
hulk of helpful hints and promise to supply me with information on future 
Space pkans, 

I get the impression from other peopke to whom I have talked that there 
axe a kot of Spacers and would-be spacers "out there." The top people of 
NASA, especiakly Dr. Frosch, seem overly cautious and too conservative in 
what they expect from Congress. Perhaps they ane not fully aware of how the 
majority of the people in this country feek about space. Maybe the amazing 
popularity of "Star Warns" and "Close Encounters of the Third Kind" can be 
partraalky expkained by the public space consciousness. 

T've sent along some random space news from Aviation Week and Space 
Technolo and other sources. VYou'hLe notice a Lot of Stuff on Sovie kihher" 
Satellites. A Lot of people ane Starting to get worried about these develop- 
ments. I hope we and the U.S.S.R. can sign some kind of agreement to halt 
the arms race in Space. 

On the political front, the Teague Resolution (HCR 451) offers spacers 
their first chance to support a specific piece of Legiskation. Perhaps 
when people waite to support a Langer NASA budget for Fiscak 1979 they can 
akso ask for votes in favor of this resolution. It is the kind of Long-range 
Space planning we need. 

The American Institute of Aeronautics and Astnonautics has been Lobbying 
on Capitok Hikk for yearns but now the L-5 Society has modified its charter 
and tax status, I hear, to get heavier into Lobbying also. This is a Step 
in the right direction, especially since groups Like these have contact with 


many 4ngkuential peopke. I have requested a revised version of the L-5 
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Society's membership List (arranged by zipcode) and pkan to pass it on to 
you 50 that U.F.O.E.S.P. can make dinect appeals to their membership. This 
naises that big question: what kind of contact does U.F.O.E.S.P. have with 
these other spacer groups? What we need is a Little more unity among spacer 
groups. This 45 already beginning to happen in the form of overlapping 
memberships, but nothing seems to be happening on the official Level. Have 
you corresponded with the Leaderships of other spacer groups in an effort to 
co-ordinate actions? Many ufoespers feek Like Tim Kyger and I do, that we 
need s0me kind of co-ordinating committee or something. . .. What is our 
experience 40 fan?

Dear MA. Maughan, 

I refuse to retract my resignation from the post of Assistant President 
for Interorganizationak Affairs and the organization, nor do I apokogize for 
my actions. AS I Said before, I do not believe in procrastinating about 
assuming Leadership. That explains my quick acceptance of the post and my 
quick resignation. 

I do not believe that I can Lead adequately while being associated with 
ULF.LO.E.S.P. This &4& because I cannot accept your personak views on non-space 
matters as pant of the organization's views. The Nov-Dec 1977 Morake Booster 
convinces me that they are inseparable. I refuse to participate 4n an organr- 
zation that spends its Limited time, energy, and resources on projects that 
IT personally oppose (the March Against the Neutron Bomb, for instance). I 
am not intolerant of other viewpoints and I am mone than wikling to work for 
a common goal with peopke that have differing views on other matters. 

However, in order to work effectively with you, I woukd have to accept 
YOUN views On non-Space matters, which I cannot do. I would especiakly have 
to accept your views on Workd War III and mikitant pacifism, which I wikl 
definitely not do. I am well aware that we Live in a viokent and dangerous 
workd, but I do not believe that World War III exists on that its nuckear 
development is inevitable. Even <4 your assessment turns out to be correct, 
an expanded space program will make Little difference. It will merely extend 
war into space. Since survival in space wikk be hard enough during peacetime, 
Survival in Space wikk be more unlikely than on Earth during a nuckear war, 
Also, adding space toys to our budget wikk not cause a reduction in the 
military budget. Consider the Apollo program and the Viet Nam Wanr--they 
took place at the same time. I see the difference between an ardent pac- 
List and a mikitant one but the goals ane the same for both kinds of 
pactfists, onky the means different. In my opinion, the militant pacifist 
45 as dangerous as the fantaticalk militanist--both wikk go to any Lengths to 
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upset the world's peace and security fust to satisfy their own personal 
dreams. 

I know it appears that my views have suddenly switched 180 degrees from 
the time I waote the Letter accepting the post of A.P.1.A. They have not. 

I accepted the post with the blind enthusiasm of a frustrated spacer. I 
ignored the strange things said in the October 1977 MB because I was too 
excited with the prospect of working f0r a Space organization--that Lobbies! 
What was said in the Maughan-Lovell exchange had all been pretty much said 
before. However, your strong response to Lovell caused me to reassess my 
nekation to U.F.O.E.S.P. I reread ak the Litenature and our correspondence 
before I made my decision to resign. 

In my opinion you are just another prophet of doom. I find your arguments 
no mone compelling than the evangekist's about the Second Coming. I think 
this doomsday talk is hurting the spacer movement. It injects irrationality 
into what has been the most nationak human endeavor in the Twentieth Century. 
A few fellow fanatics may be attracted, but U.F.O.E.S.P. wikl continue to 
be a very tiny outfit. 

It is a pity. I find a Lot of good in the organization, and you certainly 
have some interesting pkans for the future. But I cannot accept your belkiess, 
which have Little to do with space and which you ane trying to cram down my, 
and the rest of the membership's, throat. 

My resignation stands.

Militant pacifists refuse to employ the means militarists stress as 
most important for social stability; the equating of the two is a clear 
example of faulty reasoning. And one must ask, is the bloodshed of the 
African Horn an example of the "peace and security" you fear militant pacifists 
undermining? Is the berserker war of Cambodia against her neighbors an 
example of this "peace and security" being threatened by militant pacifists? 
Are militant pacifists responsible for the endless strife of the Middle East? 
What about the Western Saharan conflict? The rampant terrorism of Europe? 

In every case, MILITARISTS are responsible for the death, destruction, and 
violence. These examples raise yet a second question: whereare the "peace 
and security" of the world? Are they in the dictatorships of Africa? Are 
they in the hovels and slums of South Asia? Are they even solidly lodged 
across the racial divide(s) of America? The answer in each case is straight- 
forward, "No; the world is at war." 

The idea that the leadership of U.F.O.E.S.P. marches in lockstep to one 
person's beliefs is absurd. Leadership is exercised in the group by those 
who WORK, produce, create, or otherwise advance the Space Revolution. To 
be in the leadership it is not necessary even to be on the Board of Governors. 
Tim Kyger, a passive since joining in September of 1976, helped with Space 
Day 2.and currently is in charge of the Final Push project. Doc Garvey, 
another poor passive, is leading a delegation to ans-f convention, provides 
much material for MB, and is trying to get local activites started in British 
Columbia. Steven Nall, an active in faraway Florida, is eager to turn his 
talents to work building the organization and the Space Revolution through per- 
sonal proselytization, artistic efforts, and participation in con delegations. 
The charge of totalitarianism or the cult of the personality is not only 
absurd, but tiresome. Shall we drop it? 

One last point. For all the fire and protest, both Erbach and Hedstrom 
remain members of the organization. Not as they, or we, would like, but 
there, part of our historic work, just the same. *** The Editor.

"MARTIAN HORDE" 
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PROGRESS IS OUR MOST IMPORTANT PRODUCT

This year is an election year and it is only fitting that U.F.0O.E.S.P. 
should have its first elections since foundation nearly four years ago. 

An announcement of them will appear in the next issue of Morale Booster but 
I want to discuss them more deeply here as they concern most immediately 
the active members. 

The posts up for election are the three General Secretaryships of 
Antares, Vega, and Far Centaurus Chambers. At present, only two posts 
have incumbents. Far Centaurus has never had a leader while Carol Andrews 
(Antares) and Ivan Clark (Vega) have served since the formations of their 
respective chambers in 1975 and 1976. The election takes place in the 
week beginning October 29, 1978 while campaigning begins July 29, 1978. 

The week interval is to compensate for the fact that the voting takes place 
by mail with all votes being postmarked no later than noon October 31. 
The details of casting a ballot can wait for a few months. 

As President of the organization, elected by the entire active membership 
every six years, I must remain essentially aloof from the Chamber elections 
except as I participate in my own Chamber's politics personally. This 
means that I not only cannot recommend one party or another for election 
to General Secretary officially but that I must issue a formal call of 
encouragement to all qualified members to run for election. This call 
is given July 4 so that there is a twenty-five day registration period 
for the campaign. Because Morale Booster is the official journal of the 
group, the call probably will be printed in an issue printed in July because 
of our maximum use of resources. 

A little review of the political structure of the Board of Governors 
is appropriate. The General Secretaries lead the more or less autonomous 
Chambers and they are up for election every two years because they repre- 
sent the direct channels from the local membership to the national or 
international (interplanetary, unfortunately, is premature!) leadership. 
The President and Treasurer serve for six-year terms because they have 
the greatest responsibility for the day-to-day functioning of U.F.0O.E.S.P. 
overall and represent the essential elements of continuity on the Board 
preventing the leadership from falling into chaos. The Treasurer is 
appointed by the President and General Secretaries which helps to reinforce 
the co-operative tendencies on the Board. Last but not least, the 
Presidential assistants are independent catalysts, appointed solely by 
the President, who give effect to the President's executive actions 
throughout the Chambers, irrespective of boundaries. Thus, the Presidential 
assistants strenghten, in no small measure, the sense of unity special to 
U.P .O.E8 Jae. 

As the membership is growing continually, a few remarks on the current 
Board is a good way to close this section. Linda Strickler, our dedicated 
Treasurer, and I have served in our positions since the foundation of the 
group and, like our autobiographical spacer last issue, still have dreams 
of "personal empires." Carol Andrews keeps things under control generally 
west of the Mississippi River while Ivan Clark is chief of local operations 
(some locale!) east of the same river. Jeff Bytof, current Chair of the 
Science Advisory Committee and automatically a member of the Board, has 
also served a stint as Assistant President for Interorganizational Affairs. 
That post is now the responsibility of Carrie Mayfield, who joined only 
recently and worked Aggiecon IX so thoroughly not long after joining the 
group. Finally, Ray Lane, III, plots revolution as Assistant President for 
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Light Industry and, like Carrie, accepted this responsibility of leadership 
not long after joining the organization. I might add that Ivan Clark, Linda 
Strickler, and myself are lifetime members, adding further layers of unity 
and continuity to our work. 

So much of U.F.0O.E.S.P.'s work is political that we are fortunate not 
having a lot of organizational politics to impede our advances or sap our 
spirits. The latest example of our exciting "fieldwork" is the (March) 
Convention Blitz. Although delegations to Norwescon, Minicon 13, Orangecon 
78, and Balticon XII did not materialize, by extension of the blitz to other 
opportunties in April and May delegations to Leprecon 4, Aggiecon IX, 

VCon 6, and Disclave presented the message of the Space Revolution strongly 
to spacers from Washington, D.C. to Vancouver, Canada. Furthermore, the 
traditional delegations to Westercon and the Worldcon may be augmented by 
Ultracon in Florida in early July. 

Leprecon 4 (March 17-19) in Phoenix was incomparably better than 
Desertcon 5 in Tucson the spring of 1977 although the two were quite 
similar in size, having the huckster room and art show in the same room, 
and frugal fen. Only one member signed up for the Revolution but he not 
only did so as an active but gave a simultaneous donation of $35. Coming 
on the last day of the con, the reader can imagine the morale boost! 

The President and the Treasurer were slightly disappointed with the number 
of signatures on the Petition (60 on this year's Fifth compared to over 200 
at Desertcon on last year's Fourth) but the sales of future memberships 

in addition to stickers and MBs compensated sufficiently. The Tsiolkovsky 
Library acquired a some more volumes and the personal contacts made and 
deepened with official and unofficial fen perhaps equal most of the other 
resources gained combined. 

In the lead letter of "Stimulus. . .Response" this issue, Carrie Mayfield 
eloquently describes her success, with the assistance of Robert Strahan, at 
Aggiecon IX. The strength of her hastily organized delegation and her eager- 
ness to continue such labors earned her the opportunity to serve on the Board 
of Governors. Besides increasing the ability of the Board of Governors to 
exercise correct policies through the addition of critical mental resources, 
the new boardmember's presence in the far southeastern section of Antares 
Chamber tremendously improves our ''reach.'' The success with this con 
(March 30-April 2) is especially heartening as the convention took place 
on a university campus during the school year, the exact situation of 
Desertcon 5, our worst performance. 

Field Headquarters is beginning to get word of the accomplishments of 
the delegation to VCon 6 (May 26-28) in Vancouver, Canada and already there 
is much to report. At the last moment, the Treasurer quite unexpectedly 
joined Doc Garvey's effort and during the convention Ron Gillies and Jim 
Johnston helped considerably. They gathered around 150 signatures on the 
Fifth as well as enlisting another active member. There were numerous 
future membership sales and promises of activation by old members and poor 
fen alike. Given the nature of personnel resources, news of successful 
contacts and personal interactions must wait until the delegation checks in. 

Alexander Whitaker has not reported on his work at Disclave (May 26-29) 
but we can feel confident that the lag is more due to success than failure. 
Variations, sometimes large, will occur from one delegation's results to 
another's. The important aspect of these efforts is the momentum across so 
many dimensions of people, goods, and services added to the Revolutionary 
Engine of U.F.O.E.S.P. Having gone "nova with Bova" last year at CHRYSE-1, 
the progress since then compels the Board to conclude that the organization 
will go supernova with the 2nd Convocation. The faster we go, the faster 
we must go; the more we build, more still we must build. This is how we 
construct the NEW human race. *** 
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Last month in this cokumn I spoke of the advances of our Soviet com-

Two factors mitigate the bias 
Somewhat. One, remote-sensing equipment and techniques have reached the 
Levek where events’ ane difficult to conceak. Two, the Soviet program 
has improved dramatically in quakity so that successes greatly outweigh 
the occasionak setbacks with which the Soviets, as mature space revolu- 
tionists after twenty years, have become accustomed as the price of pro- 
GAesS. 


The news from America is alk mechanical with the most interesting mis- 
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sion, Pioneer Venus, half-way underway. Launched May 20, 1978 on schedule® 


4t should arrive at Venus on December 4. ALL previous missions by the 
U.S. were "4Lybys;" Pioneer Venus wikl pkace one orbiter around Venus 
with this first Launch and wikk send five craft pkunging through the at- 
mosphere, taking many measurements along the way, with the success of the 
Second vehicle, to be Launched August 7. Venus may get further serutiny 
this year Af Soviet pkans, as understood by A. Thomas Young, NASA'S 
planetary programs director, succeed. He says they wikl Launch two 
Spacecraft in August that wikl separate into four sections upon arrival 
at Venus. Reputedly, two of these four wikk Land on Venus. The idea 

on chLaim 445 not unfounded as the Soviets ane the onky space power to 
Land cragt on Venus successfully and they have done it four times. 

Cal Tech and Hale Observatories astronomers have detected more rings 
around Uranus and now believe the totak to be eight. The successful 
Launch of Landsat 3 on March 5, 1978 improves our abikity to process 
Anformation about the planet's resources and environment and thus does 
tie "together technology and ecology" as Governor Edmund Brown said at

the Launching. But these achievements seem barely to keep American momen-® 


tum in the Space Revolution when contrasted or calculated with recent ob- 


Stackes. The Government Accounting Office has been particularly critical 


of the space program recentky with attacks focused on the Space Shuttle 
and 4t5 operations in addition to the Jupiter Orbiter with probe (now 
named Mission Galikeo). The attempt to cut the shuttle fleet to three 
has s0 fan failed but it adds credence to the critics who want to have 
onky four nather than the (minimal) planned five. The effort to stop 
development of Vandenburg AFB in California as a Second Shuttle Launch 
Site akso has been overruled by Congress. But the taxpayers revolt rzunn- 
ing wikd across the nation after June 6 is going to give the foes of 
Space an unprecedented opportunity to destory America's Space program. 
The most dramatic and important event of recent weeks in the Space 


Revolution unquestionably is the success of Proposition 13 in the Calkifor- 


nia June primary. Cutting property taxes by nearly 60%, it has forced 
politicians from high to Low to takk cut, trim, conserve, save money, 
even 44 they don't want to believe it. The complete dropping of the 
budget item for Cakifornia's first space efforts, in the form of partici- 
pation in a communications satellite network, is an inonic reminder of the 
times when police, schools, welfare, public ants, etc. ane under attack.
